s’mc of the Peenlinrities of that Delectable
ocnlity—%20,000 Necded to NMake It the
Ginrden=Mpot of the Cliy,

The bill now before Councils making the an-
nual appropriations for the Highway Depart-
inent contalns an item of 20,000 to be devoted
to the draining of the marshes in the First and
Twenty-sixth wards ol the city, otherwise
known as the “*Neck.” This item was Inserted
in response to a petition from the owners of the
meadow land in the “*Neck,"” upon which Chief
Engineer Strickland Kneass made the report to
the Finance Committee of Counclls which is

iven below. Itls of interest, as setting forth
Fn detall the topography of a section of the city
of which a great deal is heard, while but little
knewn by the great mass of the people coneern-
ing its present condition and future prospects.
Mr. Kneass' rc[mrl, addressed to the Finance
Committee, and which has just been printed by
order of Councils, reads as follows: —

Yiaving examined the subject of complaint, as

resented by the owners of mesdow land in ‘The

eck,’ and referred to me by your commitiee, I beg
leave to say that the entire area sonthward of the
Moyamensing, Rope Ferry, and Polnt Breeze roads,
excepting a projecting polnt opposite Beggarstown

The Milladelphin Mteamer Brunette Ran Down
:y the Nteamer Santlage do Cubn—-Twe Lives
ant.
On at 6 o'clock, the
steamer Hranette, Captain Doane, left the Lo-
rillard Steamship bu-c'k, New York, for this elty.
8hio was laden with an assorted cargo, and about
three-gquarters full. Including officers, there
were thirteen souls on board. Nothing ol inte-
rest occurred until about twenty minnies past
10, when a steamer was noticed down
for the Brunette. She proved to be the Santlago
de Cuba, Captain_Jones, bound from Havre,
France, to New York, golog at the rate of
about slx knots au Lour, and having on board
a cargo not exceeding 600 tons. The statements
respecting the immediate cause of the collision,
which took place about 104§ o'clock, are con-
filcting, but it seems the Brunette atlempted to
cross the bows of the Santingo de Caba, and,
falllng to do so in time, the two vessols {!()h]llcd,
audtﬁc former sunk In less than ten minntes,
The dleaster occurred off Squam Beach, but a
little dletance off shore. The Bantingo de Cuba
had erogsed the Atlantic Ocoan by the southern

Tunesday aftermoon,

\ route and fell in with the land to the southward,

working her way up along thoe beach, while the
Brunette wae taking the lopshore route goiug
down.

Ewvery effort was made on beard of both ves-
sels to avold the disaster by reversing the en-
E}‘nea. but the order was given too Inte, and the
‘antingo de Cuba struck the Brunette a torrific
blow in the port broadslde, completely crushing
her in and keeling her over to starboard. Stout
as the Santingo de Cuba ls, she trembled from
stem to stern with the concussion, while the
Brunette splintered with the thrust like match
sticke. ithin a minute four of the Bru-
nette's people clambered over the bows of
the Cuba, and were safe. In another minute
both crews busied themselves in lowering
each a boal. Seven of the crew of the
Brunette entered their boat, and with the boat
of the Bantlago de Cuba they went in search of
any who might be In the wator, as all hands left
in such a burry that it was pot known at the
time who really were missing, Scarce had the
boats been lauvched when the Branette went
down, Nearly an hour was n[mnt in pulling
around llstening for distress hallings, but at the
end of that time the boats were holsted on board
of the Bantiago de Cuba, and she headed for
New York. On muostering the erew of the
Brunette, it waa found that George A, Coleman
and James McCarthy, one a seaman and the
other a fireman, had perished.

The Brunette wns a screw propeller of 274
tons, built at Wilmington, Delaware, in 1867,
wns owoned by Jacob Lorillard, Jr., and was
employed in the trade between New York and
this city. She is eald to have been insured.
